With 25,000 or more ironworkers and al- 
lied trades out on the biggest strike in the 
history of the Pacific Coast, the ontlook is 
not goud. x 

The News is of the optimist class, and 
very seldom ever pessimistic, but this 
strike business has a gloomy tinge to it 
that we do not like. There is a grave un- 
rest among the toilers all over the United 
States, and this is a sort of psychological 
time for a showdown on the troubles be- 
tween: capital and labor that has been ac- 
cumulating and brewing for twenty vears 
past. And we are much afraid it is coming. 

Right now when hundreds and thous- 
ands of men are being taken out of the 


ranks of labor and put into the army, - 


labor is searce, and it is the best 
chance labor has had tod make capital come 
‘to terms—and labor knows it. 

‘The sympathy ,of the News~is entirely 
with the workers, and for what appears 
to us to be the very best of reasons. 
Laboring men all over America are entitled 
to a raise in wages sufficient to meet the 
raise to them in the cost of living, and 
they have got to have that much of a raise 
or they cannot live and support their fam- 
ilies, and some kind of a break is bound to 
comie—it cannot be otherwise. 

A ten per cent raise of wages does not 
meet a sixty-five percent raise in the cost 
of living, and that is all there is to it. 

It is the big trusts and manufacturers 
which have put up the price of everything, 
and now they holler their heads off be- 
cause their own workingmen demand a 
sufficient raise in wage to meet this raise 
in the necessities of life. 

In the present case—the shipbuilders— 
the men are entitlede to every cent of a 
wage raise they ask, just the same as they 
would be in a munition factory. Every- 
body knows that in the munition factories, 
shipbuilding industries and all steel and
